It is 
one of the best CW/SSB filters that I have ever used. You can adjust the 
center frequency, bandwidth for the peaking plus it also has a notch that 
you can move through the bandpass. The FL-3 also has an automatic notch 
for carriers within the bandpass (great for SSB). The FL-2 does not have 
the automatic notch feature. I have seen the FL-2's go for under $75 on 
packet. DaTong is or was a British company. I ordered mine direct from 
them 6 or 7 years ago. I believe it is still equal or better than any of 
the DSP filters that I have seen on the amateur market. Many of these 
were given away, etc when everyone started using the DSP's. Try your 
best to find one.

Now if you can not find a FL-2 or FL-3 the next best filter is the W3NQN 
design in the ARRL handbook. I think you can still buy the parts for 
about $20 from w3nqn. These are great for QRP. Passive design, sharp 
with very low ringing. Greap for portable operation. I am using mine 
with the 49er at the moment. 


I also have a notch filter built-into my Cubic Astro 103BX and use it all 
the time on CW.

Coiling coax will form a choke that tends to keep RF off the remaining 
segment of coax to the rig, off the outside of the braid, that is. The 
result is that the outside of the braid does not act like an additional 
antenna element. These chokes are sometimes called "choke baluns" but 
have no effect on the impedance; hence, some call than 1:1 choke baluns. 
However, their chief function is to keep the outside of the coax feedline 
from acting like an extra antenna element, which in turns permits your 
antenna to radiate more like you expect it to. Ferrite bead chokes, 
sometimes called W2DU 1:1 choke baluns, do the same work with less coax, 
hence, less loss in the line--which is not significant until you get well 
up in frequency. Neither of these devices change the impedance match 
situation. 


There are balun and unun designs, some available from Amidon, for 1:1.4 
matching (50 to 70 ohms), but whether the difference between 1:1 and 
1:1.4 SWR is significantly worth the expense is dubious.

It threw the 
resonant freq way ot of wack on most bands. Especially 20M which is my 
favorite band with the antenna. I assume the coax choke was in the near 
field and everything underneath the antenna - like the choke was affecting 
the tuning? Coupling? Wonder what full-size radials (4 cut for 20M) would 
do? 


I have the Amidon catalog and will go with the beads for the coax instead. I 
have some TVI with this antenna and want to see if this will help any. Do 
you think it's cheaper to go with beads for RG-58 or RG-8? I'm feeding the 


ant with RG-8, so I guess it makes more sense to go with beads for RG-8 and 
tape them right at the feedpoint.
